General Offices will Mov e 
to 
Freight Depot—Present Site 
Sold to Library 


Details concerning the remov­ 
al of the traction offices and de­ 
pot were announced today 
by 
officials of the Indianapolis and 
Southeastern railroad, formerly 
the I. & C. traction 
company, 
which has sold their present lo­ 
cation a t Third 
and 
Morgan 
streets to the Rushville Library 
Board. 
The 
traction 
officials 
an­ 
nounced today tha t they 
had 
purchased the two story, double 
brick dwelling from the Punt- 
enney estate, located just east of 
the Castle theatre on 
Third 
street, and would remodel 
this 
building to suit their needs. 
The general offices for 
the 
traction company, including the 
various departm ents 
associated 
w ith the power and light com­ 
pany, are being 
moved 
next 
week from the present building 
at Third and Morgan streets, to 
the newly remodeled headquart­ 
ers in the freight depot, near the 
power house. 
The new office rooms 
have 
been extensively remodeled 
in 
the freight departm ent. 
The 
rooms were formerly used 
by 
trainm en and for storage. They 
have been completely remodeled 
and present now a modern office 
apartm ent. 
For the present the passenger 
depot will be in the building now 
used for tha t purpose, until the 
newly acquired site can be made 
ready, which will be about two 
m onths. The traction 
company 
m ade the deed ,to the 
Library 
this week , and they will 
pay 
rent to the board while 
using 
the building for a tick et office. 
The plans while not definite 
in detail, call for a complete re­

The latest m ajor change will 
straighten the course of 
the 
stream , necessitating 
of one of the most 
congested 
railroad districts, and perm it the 
city to link streets cut off 
by 
the m eandering river. 
Originallv the stream was lit­ 
tle more than a slough 
that 
eased surplus rains from 
the 
swamp, later Chicago, into Lak e 
Michigan. The stream trisected 
the area tha t was to 
become 
Chicago. 
Indians and trappers stripped 
its bank s of fur-bearing animals 
and its depths of fish. But this 
was nothing to w hat the white 
m an did. 
The river which touches 
the 
lak e north of the “loop” district 
branches nodth and south and 


stream was to Straighten 
channel at the m outh; then its 
bed was dredged so lak e-going 
boats could move well up stream 
and finally .the bank s were ele­ 
vated to deepen the channel. 
Next, the river was lanced to 
draw off w ater from a 
canal 
running south from 
Chicago, 
built before railroads were laid. 
This now is an eyesore of which 
removal 
statq is trying to rid itself. 
Eventually so m any bridges were 
built across the river tha t three 
of them were removed and the 
street railway company pushed 
bores under the stream. 
Use of the river as a 
sewer 
caused refuse to pollute 
the 
lak e. But cutting a canal 
from 
the south branch of the river to 
the nearby Deaplaines river the 
course 
of the 
stream 
was 
changed, lak e w ater flowing in 
at the mouth, out at the source 
and into the Illinois river.

brought relief 
to 
Chicago for m any years 
al­ 
though cities to the south com­ 
plained. and others ton the lak e

I told him it wou ld b e u seless 
for me to call again b u t finally 
consented to retu rn.” “He was 
p erfectly stolid and never talked 
of his crime, u nless comp elled 
to, and wou ld make no confes­ 
sion b u t told 
me 
a hu ndred 
lies.” 
-Merrick cared nothing for 
death and when dressed for the 
scaffold commented on the lit 
of his lisle gloves. He p aid no at­ 
tention to me nor my ap p eal for 
him to think of his sou l. Sheriff 
Pressly told u s to go first follow­ 
ed b y Archey and Father Bes- 
sonies. Death had no terrors for 
him. He handed me a letter to 
his sister, Mrs. White, and for a 
moment b u rst into 
p assionate 
sob s, b u t qu ick as a flash, he was 
stolid again. This is same Mer­ 
rick who in 1862 shot and killed 
a m an at Fayetteville and was 
cleared b y the late Ju dge W. A. 
Cu llen, then a you ng attorney. 
Tom Little of Connersville was 
the interested victim, so ru mor 
had it. 
In 1878-9 I was teaching at the 
Downey school hou se in Jackson 
township and with Dave Poweli 
(a p u p il) 
James Gray, Alp h 
Bogu e and others, I have forgot­ 
ten, rode horseb ack to Arlington, 
took the train and went to see 
(?) the hanging. The jail then 
stood at the northwest comer of 
the cou rt hou se yard and the 
scaffold was west of the

p rop er. The yard has since b een 
cu t down, b u t then nearly 
a 
story in height. The drop cou ld 
b e heard from the street and it 
was said, that an Arlington man 
offered fifty dollars for a ticket 
of admission, b u t when the drop 
fell, nearly fainted 
and was 
help ed to a “b randy p arlor” for 
a restorative.

After b iding him 
goodb ye, 
Archey’s niece, from Nob lesville, 
p assed ou t of the jail, 
near 
where we stood. Gov. Williams 
refu sed a rep rieve of Archey at 
9 o’clock that morning and al­ 
thou gh symp athy was strong in 
his favor he had to die, as an 
ep idemic of mu rder was then 
ru nning high in the city. The 
examp le made of Merrick and 
Archey had litle effect, as with­ 
in a month after a m an was shot 
to death in the corridor of the

“Herbert Ho o ver has handled two billio n do l­ 
lars’ wo rth o f cro p surpluses. 
He did it success­ 
fully and to the pro sperity o f the farmer all 
thro ugh the war and fo r a year and a half after 
the war was o ver.” 
This statement fro m Senato r Bro o khart, o f 
Io wa, answers in part at least, the query, What 
has Ho o ver do ne fo r the farmer? 
But that is no t all. As Secretary o f Co m­ 
merce his duties have no t been directly co n­ 
cerned with the farmer, yet even there he has 
so ught o ccasio n by wo rd and act to sho w his in­ 
terest in the welfare o f agriculture. 
James R. Ho ward, several terms president o f 
the American Farm Bureau Federatio n (fro m 
1919 to 1923) a “dirt farmer” who o perates his 
o wn farm near Clemo ns, la., o ffers this testimo ny

F rom P are O ne 
tion was unb ounded. 
A more drastic restriction on 
foreign immigration was advo­ 
cated b y Senator Rob inson who 
attacked A1 Smith and Tam­ 
many Hall on every issue of the 
campaign. The speech was not a 
strictly Repub lican one for 
an 
appeal was made to democrats 
as well as repub licans to join in 
this great work of making Amer ­ 
ica for America. 
A strict enforcement of the 
prohib ition laws and no altera­ 
tion in the eighteenth amend­ 
ment was one of the high points 
of his speech. Senator Rob inson 
said: "It is dangerous to monkey 


with the constitution, the one 
written article that gives 
the 
« American citizen his protection 
and rights. 
If the 
eighteenth 
amendment is tampered with, 
¡why then, cannot the nineteenth 
’or the seventeenth or the fourth, 
or sixth, b e changed in the same 
way ?” 
Applause was vociferous when 
Senator Rob inson said that the 
saloon should not b e returned. 
He attacked Smith and Tam ­ 
many hall and challenged them 
to show in their record made in 
New York state where they had 
ever followed their oath to up­ 
hold the laws and constitution. 
New York, he said, was a hot 
b ed U>r graft and poltical cor­ 
ruption. 
Statistics, he pointed 
out, 
shows that New York under the 
Tammany rule, has steadily in­ 
creased its taxes, its state deb t 
and it&emhealthy political situa­ 
tion. Smith, he stated, would 
stand for a reduction of the tar­ 
iff which would throw cheap la­ 
b or products of Europe and 
South America on the American 
market duty free, Smith would 
stand for a cancellation of for­ 
eign deb ts, alterations 
in the 
18th amendment to the consti­ 
tution, a reducion of relief for 
war veterans, their widows and 
children, and the elections of 
the democratic candidate would 
b e one of the most serious and 
gravest dangers that could come 
to America. Nations do fall, die 
disintigrate, he said, as was wit­ 
nessed in Russia, Austria-Hun­ 
gary , Germany , and other coun­ 
tries following the war. America 
must b e America, with its fine 
principles for all time to come.

used b y the inexperienced with 
unfortunate results. 
While the ultraviolet ray kills 
the tub ercle b acillus and 
its 
great value in treating tub ercu­ 
losis has long b een recognized 
its use in acute cases, he say s, 
has recently b een shown to b e 
"unquestionab ly 
dangerous.” 
This is one of the conditions, 
he asserts, which clinical stud­ 
ies have demonstrated are “not 
only unimproved b y its use, b ut 
actually worse,” while in some 
cases its application to the hu­ 
man b ody activates -otherwise 
dorm ant energies that 
b ecome 
threatening.” 
Among the ailments in which 
he recommends 
avoidance 
of 
ultraviolet treatm ent 
are dia­ 
b etes, pellagral, 
goitre, 
heart 
lesions when they interfere with 
the functioning of that organ, 
highly 
'nervous 
conditions. 
Bright’s disease, and some acute 
skin troub les.

Item boasts of a burr oak tree 
five arid one half feet in diame- 
ter at the stump. That kind of 
oak once would have been called 
a "sappling" or "pole." Here, 
plenty of oaks were seven and 
eight feet through at the stump. 
One, up Flatrock a Jew miles, 
fell down and partly buried it- 
self in the ground, and yet a 
man sitting on his horse on one 
side of the tree, could not see a 
man on his horse on the other 
side of-it. Burr oaks grew large 
here, but not like the poplars. 
One of them, 
on Ben Davis 


Creek, was so large that it took 
a man some time to ride around 
it.Joseph Clevenger died Thurs- 
day night after a long illness.

death arid when dressed for the 
scaffold commented on the lit 
of his lisle gloves. He paid no at- 
tention to me nor my appeal for 
bun to think of his soul. Sheriff 
Bressly told us to go first follow- 
ed by Archey and Father Bes- 
soriies. Death had no terrors for 
him. He handed me a letter to 
his sister, Mrs. White, and for a 
moment burst into 
passionate 


sobs, but quick as a flash, he was 
stolid again. This is same Mer- 
rick who in 1862 shot and killed 
a man at Fayetteville and wtis 
cleared by the late Judge W. $. 
Cullen, then a young attorney. 
Tom Little of Connersville was 
the interested victim, so rumor 
had it. 


In 1878-91 was teaching at the 


Downey school house in Jackson 
township and with Dave Powell

He took his wife driving 
and stopped at a roadhouse, got 
ner a glass of beer and, before 
jlvtai it to her placed a deadly 


fell, nearly fainted 
and

After biding him. 
goodbye; 


Archey*s niece, from'Noblesville, 
passed out of the jail, near 
where we stood. Gov. Williams 
refused a reprieve of Archey at 
9 o'clock that morning and al- 
though sympathy was strong in 
his favor he had to die, as an 
epidemic of murder was then 
running high in the city. The 
example made of Merrick and 
Archey had litle effect, as with- 
in a month after a man,was shot 
to death in the corridor of the 
court house and the murderer 
only fined $10,000 for "contempt. 
of court'." 


John Archey had shot and kill- 


ed a gambler named Ligget, who 
had "fleeced" him and who 
snubbed Archey when the latter 
asked for a "stake" and turned 
him out in the cold. Henry Gui- 
tig shot and brutally killed Mof- 
lie McGlew, when she refused 
his offer of marriage.

calling his name, as my friend 
Ed Muire was instrumental in 
causing a resarch of the records 
and the discovery that I W5*s 
wrong as to the date of the fit?

Rushville high school, lost its 


first footbaU game of the season 
to the strong Wilkinson team by 
a 19-6 score. Wilkinson proved 
to be the hardest hitting and 
most deceptive team that the 
locals have faced this season. 
Smith, left end, lived up to his 
reputation as a wonder man and 
counted for two of their three 
touchdowns. 


Wilkinson used a varied at- 


tack that kept the locals guess- 
ing. Before Rushville could get 
its feet solidly planted in the 
ground WUkinson had scored 
two touchdowns in the first six. 
minutes of the initial quarter. 
Here 
RushviUe braced 
and 


fought the visitors 
on even 


terms for the remainder of the 
game. 


The first touchdown came on 


an old trick play whereby the 
end hangs away out to the edge 
of the field for a pass.' It was 
successful. A drop kick counted 
the extra 
point. The second 


touchdown came exactly one 
minute later when Newbold at- 
tempted a pass in dangerous 
territory and it was intercepted, 
the runner going the few yards 
to the RushviUe goal line before 
downing the ball. 


The Wilkinson crew tackled 


hard and accurately. Rushville 
interference was not able to 
stop the 
determined visitors 


from their determination to get 
the man carrying the ball. Line 
plunges and off tackle plays op- 
ened great gaps in the Rushville 
line. At aU times Wilkinson mix- 
ed their plays up and straight 
football was interspersed with 
trick plays. The Wilkinson bunch 
was on its toes every minute 
which accounted for two of their 
three touchdowns, only one of 
which was reaUy earned. 


Rushville secured its lone tally 


in the second quarter on a neat 
pass to McCrory who evaded 
two tacklers to run for the goal 
line RushvUle 
found fumbles 


costly The ball was dropped 
many more times in the game 
Friday than 
with Columbus 


which was played on a muddy 
field and with the baU wet and 
slippery. Those who saw the 
game admitted beyond doubt 
that the best team won. 
First Quarter. 


Rushville received the initial 


kick off and a lateral pass caus- 
ed a fumble that was recovered. 
A Une buck and an end run fail- 
ed to get the required distance 
and Newbold punted to WUkin- 
son on the 35-yard line. Five 
vards off tackle and ten yards 
on an end run foUowed by a 
lightning pass that went to 
Smith at end who had hung out 
wide, and Wilkinson had scoreo. 
the first touchdown of the game 
in four and a half minutes of 
play A drop kick placed the ball 
between the bars for the extra 
point. Score: Rushville 0; Wil- 
kinson 7. 
RushviUe received again and 


ran the ball back twenty yards 
this time. Five yards was reeled 
off tackle and then with the 
ball still in dangerous territory, 
a pass was attemped which was 
intercepted by ^Wilkinson play- 
er who ran for the 
second 


touchdown. The two touchdowns 
were just sixty seconds apart. 
This time Wilkinson' passed over 
the center of the line for the ex- 
tra point and-made it only to 
lose it on a penalty because their 
backfield was in motion. Score: 


Rushville 0; Wilkinson 13 


Here RushviUe braced. They 


received again and ran the kick 
back twenty yards. The two 
locked horns in mid field until 
the end of the first quarter 
which closed with Rushville still 
scoreless and Wilkinson leading 
by 13 points.
